what care have Pe taken, that by this means 
the power of the Dwozd ſhould not come into the 
hands of Papiſts, who have by Our P2oclama- 
ticn ſirictly charged, That no Papiſt ſhould pze- 
lume to Lift himſelf, either as Officer 02 Soul-
